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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 5 is objected to 
far a lack of antecedent basis for "the measurement table". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 13-16, 18, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Parker et al in view of Wagner. 

The device as claimed is substantially disclosed by Parker et al with a fixed feeler pin 6 
and a movable feeler pin 16, whereby the component W with the aide of a spring actuated 
mechanism 17,23 which when activated by an auxiliary mechanism is pressed by the movable 
feeler pin against the fixed feeler pin, the auxiliary mechanism posses a pivotal lever 22 positions 
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the movable feeler pin, and a raising apparatus 45 with a friction reducing arrangement (smooth 
surface) to guide the component, but lacks the auxiliary mechanism including an eccentric disk 
to move the movable feeler pin, the adjustment of the raising mechanism including detents and 
marked calibrations displayed on a measurement dial. Wagner teaches using an eccentric pin 36 
to move a part of the mechanism in a desired direction. Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use an eccentric pin in the 
auxiliary mechanism of Parker et al as taught by Wagner as an alternative translating mechanism 
to translate the movement of the lever to the movable pin. Official notice is taken that detents 
and marked calibrations displayed on a dial are old and well known means for controlling 
distance movement of mechanism as well as displaying the distance moved. Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use 
detents as well as marked calibrations displayed on a dial in the raising mechanism in the 
combination of Parker et al and Wagner together to move the component at desired increments 
as well as displaying the position of the component. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claim 1 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
